Old Gentleman Healed 


Cancer 

Dear Editor, and Evangel Family— 
Greetings in King Jesus’ Name: 
An elder gentleman who was won- 
derfully healed of a bleeding cancer 
on his under lip, came to my door 
this morning and asked me to write 
his testimony to the glory of God. 

I came to Fostoria, Ohio, on March 
1, 1921, and found Brother and Sister 
E. Haynes here preaching Jesus and 
His power to save and heal,.to save 
from all sin and heal all kinds of 
diseases. We prayed for this gentle- 
man who is seventy years old or will 
be in June. His mouth did look aw- 
fully ‘bad; so raw ‘and ‘irritable, ‘He — 
said he had had several doctors to 
treat him, but none could do him any 
good. His jaws hurt him the same 
and the raw bleeding lower lip was 


Then Paul rose. One could see at 
a glance that his whole soul rebelled 
against having to oppose that partner 
of so many providential escapes, the 
comrade of so many gallant fights. 
The affection of these two for each 
other was very beautiful. Paul ad- 
mitted frankly that he had been deep- 
ly touched by the gracious words that 
had fallen from the lips of Barnabas. 
For old friendship’s sake he wow 

dearly like to accede to the request 
of Barnabas. Was it not through the 
influence of Barnabas, and in the 
face of strong opposition, that he him- 
self was admitted to the sacred ser- 
vice? And because Mark was his old 
friend’s nephew he would especially 
wish to entertain the proposal.

Some we have 
reinstated only after years of wait- 
ing. This ought to be a lesson and

This kind of talk may seem rather 
peculiar under the present circum- 
stances, but this is the message that 
is on my heart tonight, and there is 
no other to supersede it, so on, on 
we go, to the battlefield of conquest. 
It is not meant that we are to go into 
this field of conquest in our own 
strength, or by our own wisdom, but 
we are only servants of God—soldiers 
of Jesus Christ. It is by His orders— 
following His own instructions—‘Go 
ye therefore, and make disciples of 
all nations,” that impells us on in the 
conquest. There is nothing else for 
us to do and be honorable. 


The word “conquest” does not car- 
ry with it the meaning that a battle 
shall be fought, a victory gained, and 
then all is over, but it rather means 
a process of conquering and acquiring 
whatever the object may be. Israel, 
under Joshua, marched across the 
great river and pitched around Jeri- 
cho, fought the battle and won the 
victory, but that was only a beginning. 
There were many battles to fight. The 
second was a defeat for Israel. This 
‘was a surprise to both general and 
soldiers, but they did not give it up.

time they gained a brilliant victory, 
but that was not the last battle. Oth- 
ers followed in quick succession, and 
the conquest lasted for years. 

We are preparing for world-wide 
conquest, but while we are preparing 
for and expecting victory we had just 
as well prepare ourselves to suffer 
some defeats occasionally. But an oc- 
casional defeat does not mean that the 
final conquest is lost. Not by any 
means! How often armies have been 
driven back and completely routed, 
and yet after a little rest, and calling 
for recruits they were hurled into 
line again and gained a complete vic- 
tory on the very same battle field 
where they were defeated a few days 
before! ‘ ‘ 

We have already suffered some de- 
feats at some local points. The very 
church (local) where I became a mem- 
ber is entirely extinct. A number of 
other places have gone the same way. 
I fought on one field nearly as long 
as Jacob worked for his wife and seem- 
ed to gain nothing. at place is 
a barren waste to-day as far as_ the 
Church is concerned.
